EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claims 1 -9, prior art fails to show a phase locked loop that 
includes a block decoder which decodes a sequence of baseband 
complex samples and generates partial decoder values and decoded 
data, and a phase error generation circuit that receives those values from 
the block decoder and generates feedback phase error terms. 

b. Regarding claims 10-21 , prior art fails to show a receiver containing a 
phase locked loop that includes a block decoder which decodes converted 
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rectangular vector pairs of phase stabilized observables at a decode rate 
to generate decoded data and a phase error estimate.
